It -would bo a very arbitrary, it would 
ba an impossible thing to compel at- 

^ . tendance at schools beyond tlic reach 
of children, and to place schools -witliin 
the reach of children in many parts of 
tho country is going to entail an 
amount of expenditure beyond reason- 
able limits— out of pro2iortio\i, it is to 
be feared, to results. It is only re- 
peating a truism to sa}' that, in order 
to be just, a system of free 
state education must bo broad enough 
and good enough to meet the reasona- 
ble wants of all. Looking at the in- 
terior as it now exists and as it is like- 
ly to exist for yeai"s to come, it iqi- 
poars tc us that the boarding-school 
plan presents the most likely means of 
overcoming the difficulty. There is

- though contemplated by the Act, it 
might be well to keep it in view in any 
alterations that may be made. AVo 
allude to the necossityfortlieeslablish-

The 
common schools of this city are numer- 
ously attontled, antt they ttpjjear to bo 
"well conductQd.- But something liif^Iior 
appears to bo demantlod. There nro now 
in Victoria a ■utlicieiit number of advanc- 

'' ed boy» and girls to justify tho establisb- 
ment of a high Bchool, and every year 
more -will be ripening. It sQems aearcelj- 
fair that members of this coniinnnity 
nhonld bo called upon to contribute tlicir 
full quota towards the mainttMianco of 
common schools, and, at the (;amo tinis, 
maintain private .schools, or send tlieir 
children out of the country to attain a 
higher education. In order to be just, 
tho -system must bo broad enough to meet 
the -wants of tho community, aud it must 
keep pace v.ith tho march of intolligenro. 
It cannot t)0 denied that this communiiy 
is suffering for want of higher education- 
al institutions. Yictoria ought to have a 
State College that -would attract tbo youth 
of noiglihoringconntrifis. Instead of tlni*. 
Yictoria is Cf)iai)elled to look abroad for 
a higher education for her youth. There 
are at tho present time R(jinctliing liko a 
ecoro of young (luhunhians being educat- 
ed abroad, and there are probably twice 
that nmuber growing up without, the ad- 
vantage of that higher education which 
cannot lieobtainod in tho country. If our 
them-y of State education be con-oi't, thi:; 
is a condition of tilings both unjust a-.id 
injurious. The jjresent seems n pro-

Your own mail, which went by tho 
Inniaii uliip of the I.")tli, and was di?s- 
jiatehod again by the Cuuardor of tho 
2r)tli, alter a voyage of 12,000 mileS for 
nothing, will ba decidedly intoreating

HAVOC ON THE SODTHWEaT COAST. 

The accounts wliich come from all 
parts of tho coast concerning tho ship- 
wrecks aro sad reading. The Western 
^Morning News give:; tlic following from 
tlio Konthwcst coast. 

Tlie earliest watchcr.s on Salnrdny 
morning at .Lamnrna Covo, situate 
about 5uiiles west of .;|Penzance, ascer- 
tained that a wreck was coming asboro. 
Tho traveling crauo on tho small pior 
or jetty, belonging to the Lanioriia 
Granite ('oni])any, was /(jund to be 
'covered with small ])articlos of wool, 
some of -wJiich was washed up and 
taken by tho wind beyond to tho cliffs 
above. Sjiars, ])ieces of broken wreck 
and barrols wo;-e soon -washing about, 
and as tlie tide receded a cpiantity of 
hides wore found einbodiled iu a largo 
mass of 6!>a-weed and l.)r(jkcn-up wood 
that had been cast up by the lieavy 
sea. During the day several apars and 
yards and a mizzeii-ya rd were -washed 
ashore, from tiic appearunco of -whicli 
it was thouglit that tliey belonged to 
either a large brig or J,hreo-niasted 
schooner or a small bark.. From tho di- 
rection fjom wliicli the -wreck came on 
shore it seems prohabilo that tho vcsnol 
must havo been driven right into the 
eovo, and struck just outside tho pior, 
and that she had f-'oiie to jiiecos and all 
on board luul iierislicd. 'The latter sad 
suiiposition unfortunately proves to be 
oidy too CMrreet. Daybreak on Sunday 
nn'n;i:ig revealed (lie bodies of two men 
cast ashore inside t!ic Laniorna pior, and 
in the course of ;i lew hours this number 
was incre.-\sod to i.'iu'ht, one of whom ^va' 
picked u]) at tlie '.,;,'k of tho pier. All "f 
thorn were ijt-'eriy destituto of clothing, 
except one man who had on a pair .'f .'clip- 
pers. Tiiroo of them wero mulattoe.-i and 
tho remaining five wero foreigner.!, Tiioro 
wa.s not the s!igliii>st clue l:j their identi- 
ty, the only ni:u-k:i ;ipeiu them boinpsliglii 
tatoeinirs with Tmliun ink on one of their 
arms. ,V11 of them appeared to bi' com- 
paratively ytningmon, and all except ono 
wore short and slif,-ht. Tiiey wero more 
or loss bruised by the rocks, and it was 
Gvident|that thffir clothes had been washed 
ofl";uniiiig the breakers and rocks. Short- 
ly after diiyl iie;di. p:o t of a yellow flat was 
washed aslore. I mt this gave no duo to 
the identity <jf the .■,hi[i. Tlc^ vcr.sel ap- 
poar.-i to be of .Viaerieali build, bnt up to 
last evcuiiig noduuir had bi'cn piokoil n\t 
that would lead to li..r idcnlity. It a]i- 
pears probriblo th:it li.M' cargo consisted i>f 
tallow, hiiles and wo.d. :M()st of tho tal- 
hnv being in cask ., was iloated out by the 
ebb tide and diivcii on the ahoro:; of 
Moimt'sBay, 

At dawn on Satuidav a baric vrns 
observed in the ofliugfrom Portlileven. 
Evidoiitly tiii)suoii board were uncer- 
tain of tlioir ])i)sition, having probaldy 
made llie land iu the niglitaiid niistak- 
011 somo of the we.storn lights. About 
H o'(^ock,wheu the ship, was about two 
or three ihilos" f I'dru tbotfliore, tlie crew- 
were soon making for the shore in a 
lavije boat, vmviug before tho gf;lo to- 
wards the R.'iiidy beach at the Loe Pool 
Bar. jjy this time many ])oople from 
Porthlovon and(! uuwaUoehad gathered 
near the spot where the boat^iras likely 
to beaob. Tho sailors rowed manfully, 
the bo.it vi'i.le t1v:i w,vv<\9 Ijeautifully, 
and the rii'b;,:r \v;n w<dl liaudled; but 
tiiat the sailMrs lirullosl f hoin'oekoniug 
is evident by tlieii' run\iiii'.( fcu' the liar, 
which is one of the most dreadful Bpot.R 
inMount!? Bay, and Trhere destruction 
was nhnoBiinovitabler From Beaward, 
liowevi.'r, the o]ioning of tho Tjoo Pool 
Valley loeiks like tho cntrnnco to a 
laud-lticki'd harbor, with tho cliiTa 
rising abruptly on oitlior siile, aud on 
Saturday tho sea wasbrcakiug over the 
bar and streaming across the strip of 
sand that divides the lake from tho ocean. 
On came tlie lioat. Pjre.akor after brei-ikcr 
wa:) aui-uiiuuled ; the features of the poor 
fellow wero plainly seiai and it wu:i hoped 
some at Icaat woidd nuieh the shore. Put 
a few second.? ilispolled all ho])s. No 
sooner was tho last roller passed than tho 
boat fell into the truck, a huge uas ; ef 
water rose like a wall, and all wi s engulf- 
ed. The bi.int was smashed into s]iiuli"-rs, 
and till' smonen wei'o ;';eon litrnirgling for 
a sleiii tiiiic ill the vi'hitc soothing v, ator.s, 
and in :<•.'/,]'.{ (.[ uuavaiiablo assistaneo ;iiul 
l)ityin;< friends, thoy porisliod. An at- 
tempt was make by joining hands to res- 
cue some, but tho sea claimed its victims, 
and all wero very soon lo.st to sight. 
Meanwhile the b;irli, witii canvass sc(,wi;s 
drifting aw. iv to the eastward, uikI wa:i 
seen by tho co:ist,:(niird onieers at Alullion 
and Gninvalloe. About tho same tiii^'i as 
the crew win-o drowned, the ves:i(d tool; 
the rooks near llazQi^hrou, whore the 
cliffs dro most probipitbtiB, "|t wa% ufjt 
known at this period tliat nil h.n'nds had 
left the doomed hark, though none wore 
discernible on deck. l ,ines Avero accvrd- 
in;,dy shot I'roni :i roekot aiipar.atin, but 
there wa- no ono on board to roi-eive 
them, an. I :i'"in the Avork of dost rui-tioii 
cominnnced, aud iu an haul- was over. 
After a while tho seas b.^gan to swoop

It is believed that tlia crow numbkirod 14 
and that thoy loft tho vessel in two boats, 
becauBO not more tiian nine persons wore 
discorniblo iu tho boat whoso destruction 
we havo recorded, and certainly this num- 
ber would Jiot be auffioiont'to > man inoh a 
vessel. At" 7 o'clock on Sunday morning 
a body was seen in the surf, near the bar, 
whore tho boat was nwanqied. Tho do- 
coased ^\a,n a fine young mau apparently 
about twonty-soven yeiirn of ago. It is 
thought ho is ono of tlio two men who, 
whou tho boat was engulfed, wero cast 
upon tho sand. The coast for raises is 
strewn with wood, cordage and other 
TTrockago, split aud broken into innumer- 
able fragments. A boat's storn -vrith tho 
name of Duncan painted on it has como 
on nhoro; Diuieau luay be the imincof hor 
former master. An article of fcmalo ap- 
parel has boon washed iu, but whothor 
those waifs came from the Lochlavon's 
Flower or from anotlier unfortunate ves- 
selfwbiob went down in the \g|ilQ of Fri- 
day night is of course unknown.
